power of inoculating the victim with : 
the typhoid fever, as does the lon g­ 
billed mosquito, but 
Prof B urrage's j 
experim ents show that, the typhoid fe­ 
ver germ s are carried from one plac*> 
to another by flies, and when carried 
to the proper conditions m ultiplica­ 
tion is speedy, m aking a formerly 
healthy place strongly polluted. 
The fact w as proved by Prof. B u r­ 
rage by forcing a fly that bad been In 
typboid fever m atter to walk half an! 
hour later through the propet culture! 
media. 
In every footprint of the fly 
after the germ s had had tim e to de-j 
velop, large colonies of typhoid fever 
organism s were found. 
Prof. B urrage j 
has photographs of several culture 
plates show ing this growth.
